slave system brutalizes the master as well as 
the slave, and who delight in representing a 
slave plantation as a sort of Arcadian establish¬ 
ment, should read the following from the Pauld¬ 
ing, Mississippi, Clarion :— 

Horrible Tragedy. — On Thursday morning 
last, Jas. Claik, a well known citizen of Clark 
County, made an assult upon his negro woman 
fur a cause which we have not heard stated. 

He then ordered her into the comer, and com¬ 
menced pitching his knife at her, point foremost. 
As the knife would enter her flesh, he would 
compel the victim to draw it out and return it 
to him. This demoniacal amusement was con¬ 
tinued until the slave was covered with about 
fifty bleeding gashes. The same day he whip¬ 
ped his wife, cut her all over the head with his 
knife, not dangerously we understand, but in 
a mass of cruel and painful punctures. He also 
cut off her eyelids. This strange drama wound 
up on Friday last by the commission of a mur¬ 
der Clark on that day ordered his wife to go 
and call Lewis, (a negro boy belonging to the ! 
family.) She obeyed, but the slave refused to 
cornel through dread of his enraged master, we 
suppose. Mrs. Clark returned, and was whip¬ 
ped by her husband for not bringing- the negro, j 
Five times was she sent upon this capricious j 
mission, five times was it fruitless, and each 
time was she whipped for her failure. Clark j 
then called to the slave, informing him that he 
would shoot him the next morning. Tne ne- | 
gro, it seems, did not heed the warning, ror j 
while splitting rails the next day he was delib¬ 
erately shot by his master. The wound was 
fatal.' The itegro ran about three hundred 
yards, and fell in mortal agony. Thus termin¬ 
ated one of the most barbarian transactions it 
has ever bepi. our painful and repugnant duty 
to reeord. Clark was arrested on Saturday last 
by a deputation of citizens, who, indignant at 
the horrible crimes attributed to him, deemed 
it their duty to aid in bringing him to condign 
punishment The verdict of the jury of in¬ 
quest was murder, and the justice committed 
Clark to jail without bail.

OUR LOW BAWDS- 

Editor:— Licreasiog the ptwhlctivo- 
of our inearicWvs, or low lands, must 
have a powerful effect in advancing our ng- 
■ ul'ure. The importance of the grass crop 
is very awparent, and it may be proper to oh-

h understood, properly developed, and right¬ 
ly managed, will jyeld the means hy which 


<mr farms may .become more and more fer¬ 
tile, year after year. Who lias not seen pro¬ 
digious crops of herdsgrasa, or other grasses, 
grown upon a low, moist, mucky soil, which 
would be very unfriendly to the growth of 
Indian corn or potatoes’? Very well, the 
fanner gets a good net profit in the shape of 
hay, and we should never fail to think of the 
excellent manure for fertilizing the higher 
parts of the farm. 

But we may have instances pointed, out, 
where low or mucky soils will become un¬ 
productive. Then we should endeavor to 
discover the cause of the fertility, and next a 
remedy for the evil. Considerable has linen 
said of the acid quality in muck. This qual¬ 
ity is very unfriendly to the growth of plants 
ip general. Raw muck applied to cultivated 
crops is rather injurious. Where there are 
large portions of vegetable matter iu the 
soil, mid especially where this acid abounds, 
something is wanted in order to render it 
capable of rearing a good crop. Loimi, or 
common earth, is excellent to apply to such 
bind of soil. Lime, especially unsluked 
lime, is excellent to apply to muck in the 
compost heap, and possibly to lands contain¬ 
ing this substance. Wood ashes will have a 
powerful effect in the compost heap, though- 
perhaps some may object to applying this 
dressing to a moist soil .—Maine Farmer. 


I digressions from the ordinary course would 
have upon it, under the circumstances in 
which it may he placed.

of summer produced an active circulation, 
the black knots or warts were the conse¬ 
quence, precisely in the same way that an 
impure state of the blood in an animal will 
produce humor and excrescences upon dif¬ 
ferent ports oi his body. The same course of 
treatment that we would pursue to an animal 
in such case, would ben judicious one to pur¬ 
sue in relation to trees,although the remedies 
employedsliould be very different. A skillful 
physician finding the body of a patient cov¬ 
ered with sores and excrescences would 
first give medicines to purify the blood, aud 
then apply external remedies to remove the 
sores from the surface. Wo are satisfied 
that this is the true theory of this disease in 
trees, but what the best remedy is to cure it, : 
we must leave to some oue better skilled in ! 
the matter than we are.

Rev. John Wesley on the Maine Law. 


It. is not uofrequently the case that our low 
lands by being so fully saturated with water, 
imbibe an excess of oxygen, and by the 
decay of the vegetable matter that they pro¬ 
duce, become acid and consequently unpro¬ 
ductive. In such case lime and ashes will have 
a beneficial effect iu restoring them to their 
original condition. We once knew a meadow 
that produced Foulmeadow and Bhiejoint. 
The crop began to diminish, aud in three 
years it was hardly worth cutting. In 
order, to make an experiment, the owner, in 
the fall after he had taken off the hay it-did 
produce, dressed a portion of it with a very 
heavy coat of lime and leach ashes. The 
next Spring the portion that received the 
dressing appeared almostas bare as it would 
if it had been burned over: aud during, the 
summer, a very thin crop of blades of grass 
were seen upon it, as if they were struggling 
for existence. The owner, supposiug'thc soil 
to be ruined, determined to plough it during 
the dry time in summer. Not having an op¬ 
portunity to do the work in season, it pro¬ 
duced a crop of vegetation that it would do 
your eyes good to look at. The grass upon 
it was very thick, fine, and heavy, and the 
owner told me that it was .worth as much 
per .ton, in wintering stock as upland lmy 
from a newly laid down field. 

This piece of land continued to benr a 
good crop of hay for several years, and a 
portion, if not the whole of the meadow was . 
dressed with lime and ashes, in less quantity, 
with good effect. We have not heard from 
it for the last five or six years,and cannottell 
what the final result of the experiment was. 

It is very evident that this piece of land was 
in a condition to be benefited by the treat¬ 
ment it received. Another piece might be¬ 
come unproductive from a different cause, 
and would-receive no benefit from the same 
course oflreatment. It will be well, how¬ 
ever, for every one who has meadow land in 
this condition to" try the experiment.— Ed. 
Farmer and Arlizan. 


English Weather and Work¬ 
men. 

Mr. Bryant writing from London, Nov. 
28th, speaks as follows of the present con¬ 
dition of England: 

On my way to this city, it seem to me that 
I had never seen a country drenched like 
England. Seven weeks of almost .constant 
rain have saturated the ground with water, 
swollen the springs, turned the ditches into 
streams and raised the rivers till they have 
in many places swept away their bridges, 
and everywhere drowned the low grounds. 
Such numbers of wet women and children 
I never saw before : wet wagoners walking 
beside their dripping teams; wet laborer, 
male aud female, digging turnips in the 
muddy fields; wet beggars in the to wns, tbeir 
rags streaming with water; wet sheep stag¬ 
gering under their drenched fleeces, uibbliug 
the grass in the yellowish-green fields—for the 
pastures wear,ntthis season, a sallow verdure 
—or biting the turnips scattered for them hy 
the farmers in long rows. I saw, frequently, 
mills standing witirllieir motionless wheels, 
deep in turbid currents of water; fields 
prepared for graio, which cannot he seen, 
und others ready for the plow, which can¬ 
not be plowed. In some places, houses, 


Effects of Drainage on tlxe Temperature 
. of the Soil 

All the rain that falls upon our field must 
either ^ carried away by natural or artificial 
drainage, or, having thoroughly saturated the 
soil on which it falls, be left upon the surface 
to be carried off by evaporation. Now, every 
gallon of water thus carried off by evapora¬ 
tion requires as much heat as would raise 
five and a half gallons from the freezing to 
the boiling point! Without going to extreme 
cases, the great efforts of the beat thus lost 
upon vegetation cannot fail to be striking, 
and I have frequently found the soil of a 
field well drained,higher in temperature from 
10 to 15 degrees than that of another field 
which had not been drained,though in every 
other respect the soils were similar. I have 
observed the effects of this on the growing 
crop, and I have seen only on* a much infe¬ 
rior crop on the under-drained field, but that 
crop harvested fully three weeks after the 
other, and owing to this circumstance and 
the setting in of unsettled weather, I have 
seen that crop deteriorated fully ten percent, 
in value.— B. Simpson, in Journal Royal Ag¬ 
ricultural Society. 

In addition to the above arguments in fa¬ 
vor of under-draining, the lengthened season 
of growth may be fairly taken into account. 
A fieldinthe latitude of New York thorough¬ 
ly under-drained, is reudered thereby nearly 
as early as one in Philadelphia left in its nat¬ 
ural state, so far as under-drains are concern¬ 
ed. We find corn crops on such fields ripen 
juuch earlier; and turnips and other late 
crops planted on thoroughly under drained 
soils, are not so soon arrested in their growili 
by winter frosts. In addition to this we as¬ 
sert, without the fear of contradiction, that 
one-third less manure of an organic kind 
will answer the purposes of a well yjider- 
drained acre, better than of one not so. treat¬ 
ed .—Working Farmer. 


and even hamlets have been carried away, 
and the inhabitants drowned; and drown¬ 
ed cattle, I am told, are seep floating 
in the currents. It is said that the country 
has not seen such floods sinee the year 1795. 

Almost everybody in England speaks of 
the present condition of the country ns ex¬ 
tremely prosperous. The partisans of free 
trade.insist that there has been a gradual 
diminution of pauperism, and an improve¬ 
ment in the condition of the working classes 
ever since the repeal of the corn laws. At 
present it is admitted that tit is effect has been 
greatly heightened hy the emigration to Aus¬ 
tralia and the United "States. “ We have sent 
out,” said an intelligent gentleman to me, 
“great numbers of laborers to Australia, the 
very men by whom our soil was tilled last 
year; the paupers have succeeded to those 
places, receive the same and even better 
wages, and are paupers no longer. Besides 
these, we have seut out from other classes, 
Particularly from the class of merchants, 
numbers of intelligent, enterprising men, 
some of thebest men of England ; and nest 
year we shall give Australia a still larger host 
of colonists. They have gone out - for a pur¬ 
pose of which they themselves, are scarcely 
aware; they are gone out to found the struc¬ 
ture of that new community on solid and lib¬ 
eral foundations. Within thirty years you 
will see a populous, prosperous, powerful, 
and enlightened community in Australia, and 
long before that time it will be independent 
of the mother country, for the men have mi¬ 
grated to that country will not endure that it 
should remain in a state of dependence on 
a distant government a moment beyond the 
time when dependence is a necessity, or at 
least a convenience.” 

In the meantime, I hear a good deal said 
of the difficulty of providing workmen for 
thelliftierent tasks of agriculture. During 
the season which has just closed, the ordina¬ 
ry dependence upon iaborers from Ireland 
failed, and when the grain was to be cut, the 
soldiery, in order to save the crops from de¬ 
struction, were sent into the fields with sick¬ 
les in their hands, instead of muskets and 
swords. Many kinds of work, which were 
formerly cheaply executed are now neglected; 
the more necessary employments are filled, 
and the others postponed.

A writer iu the New England Farmer i 
«ays, that the black knots, or warts on j 
plum trees, are the work of an insect, and j 
the only effectual remedy is to cut off the 
limbs that are affected at least, oue foot be¬ 
low where it is diseased. We have seen 
this remedy recommended before, and last 
spring had occasion to try it. A fine dam¬ 
son tree hi our garden, which. we valued 
highly for the excellence and abundance of 
its fruit, \yas severely attacked with the dis- 
ease: after' resorting to several other reme¬ 
dies without any apparent benefit, the limbs 
were removed, leaving the stumps only from 
one to three feet from the body of the tree 
To our sorrow aud astonishment, in less than" 
two months, these stumps were literally 
covered with black warts, and all that was 
left to be done was to dig up the irc-i by the 
roots and burn "it, that the disease might not 
spread to other plum trees near it. 

It should be observed that the trunk of the 
tree, and the limbs near the trunk, were all 
scraped and washed with a strong solution 
of potasli and manure, before. thpjlimljB were 
sawed off, which would destroy any insect 
that might take refuge under the rough bark.

Submarine Telegraph to Prince Ed- 
wird’s Island. — The submarine cable to 
unite Prince Edward’s Island with our con¬ 
tinent by the iron cords of electric unity,has 
been safely accomplished by Mr. F. N. Gis¬ 
borne. It is laid dona between Cape Tor- 
mentine in the Province of New Brunswick, 
and Carlton Head Prince Edwards Island. 
The undertaking was difficult and danger¬ 
ous at this season of the year. This is the 
first attempt of a submarine cable on this side 
of the Atlantic. The insulation has proven 
to be perfect. This line of telegraph was 
open to the public, all complete, on Christ¬ 
mas day. We are right glad to see a sub¬ 
marine cable successfully laid and working 
in some parts of our country, although our 
telegraph companies have exhibited a most 
tardy, foggy spirit about laying wires Under 
Water in many parts. 


The Acorn .—If an acorn be suspended by 
a piece of thread within half an inch of the 
surface of some water contained in a hya- 
cynth glass, so permitted to rem’ain without 
being disturbed, it will, iu a few months, 
burst and throw a root into the water, and 
shoot upward its straight and tapering stem, 
with beautiful little green leaves. A young 
oak tree growing in this way on the mantle 
shelf of a room is a very elegant and inter¬ 
esting object. 1 have seen several oak trees 
and also a chestnut tree, thus growing; but 
all of them, however, have died after a few 
months, probably owing to the water not be¬ 
ing changed sufficiently often to afford them 
the necessary quantity of nourishment for 
the matter contained in them.

Gigantic Railroad Bridge in Germany .— 
There is a railroad bridge on the railroad be¬ 
tween Leipsic and Nuremburgh, over the 
Elbe, which exceeds anything of the kind 
yet constructed. The foundation was laid 
in 1846. It is built of brick, sand stone be¬ 
ing used in the foundations. There is.a suc¬ 
cession of arches, one above another, having 
the appearance of colonadcs, when viewed 
from a distance. The bridge is 2050 feet in 
length,and in the centre nearly300 feet high, 
extending across a,deep valley neat' the to wn 
of Hoff. At the centre, only two arches of 
nearly 150 feet in length spring one above 
the other. Fart of the time 2000 men were 
employed upon it, and the work continued 
over five years. The whole.cost of the bridge 
was §3,000,000.

j otis liquors sinful and contrary to the law of 
i love. His writings and sermons cuotain 
■ many passages of eloquent denunciation 
1 against the sale and use of liquors, 
i Mem .—I am aware of it, and would infer 

j that he was decidedly averse to the mabti- 
] factureand sale of liquors, which I believe 
I he \va3 in thif habit of calling “poison,” but 
do you think lie would have required [the 
Legislature to prohibit the traffic under pen- 

Min .—I have examined the Writings of 
Mr. Wesley with a view to ascertain wheth¬ 
er he had expressed his mind on that sub¬ 
ject and I find he has done so in a very stri¬ 
king and forcible way. - His opinion on all 
practical subjects has great weight with me 
and I confess that niy own conduct is gov¬ 
erned in this case by a firm persuasion that 
if Mr. Wesley were now living he would be 
au eloquent advocate of legal prohibition. 

Mem .—1 do not possess a copy of Mr. Wes¬ 
ley’s works, and should be glad if von point 
out to me the passages which you think sus¬ 
tain vour convictions. 

Min .—I will do so. In the eleventh vol¬ 
ume of Mr. Wesley’s works; the third Eng¬ 
lish edition, between the 50th aud 60th pages 
there is an article from his pen entitled 
“ Thoughts on the present Scarcity of provis¬ 
ions.” It may he found iu the 6th volume of 
the American edition page 274. He asks the 
question “ why is food so dear,” and he says 
—-“to set aside partial causes, (which all put 
together, are little more than a fly upon the 
chariot wheel) the grand cauBe is, because 
such immense quantities of corn are continu¬ 
ally consumed by distilling,” “litttleless than 
halfthc wheat produced in the kingdom is 
every year consumed, not by so harmless a 
way as throwing it into the sea, but by con¬ 
verting it into deadly poison, poison that nat¬ 
urally destroyes nor only the strength and 
life, but also the morals of our countrymen.” 
Further on Mr. Wesley supposes the defence 
to be set up, “ However, what is paid brings 
in a large revenue to the King,” and be asks, 

“ Is this an equivalent for the lives of his 
" subjects? Would Mis Majesty sell a hundred 
thousand of His sabjects yearly to Algiers for 
four hundred thousand pounds? Surely no. 
Will he then sell them for that sum, to be 
butchered by.their own countrymen ?” An¬ 
other defence is suggested, “ hut otherwise 
the swine for the navy cannot be fed,” and 
Mr. W, again answers in burning rebuke of 
the ungodly practice of making liquor, “Not 
unless they are fed with human flesh! Not 
unless they are fatted with human blood! O 
tell it not in Constantinople, that the English 
raise the royal revenue by selling the flesh 
and blood of their countrymen!” 

Mem .—I have not heard that passage be¬ 
fore, but it is surely a strong one, and it sur¬ 
prises me more than ever that any of his fol¬ 
lowers should ever have engaged in a busi¬ 
ness to which Mr. Wesley was so decidedly 
. opposed. 

Min .—It is surprising; but that is not the 
point on which you asked information. The 
question was in substance, would Mr. Wes¬ 
ley sustain the Maine Law, and you infer 
he would from what I have already read to 
you, but, I will still further enlighten you. 
Mr. W. remember, is writing on the scarcity 
of provisions, and he asks “ What remedy is 
there for ibis sore evil,” and “how can the 
price of wheat and barley be reduced ?” Will 
you give attention to his answer. Hear it! 
‘•Bv prohibiting forever; by making a 
full end of that bane of health, that destroyer 
of strength, of life, and of virtue, distilling. 
Perhaps this alone might go a great way to¬ 
ward answering the whole design &c.” 

Mem .—That answers my inquiry and re¬ 
moves iny.doubts, and when Mr.-ven¬ 

tures again to suggest to me that I am not a 
sound Methodist because lam a strong Maine 
Law man; I have an answer for him. But 
have you got any further testimony? 

Min .—1 have. The paper referred to ip 
this conversation bears date “Lewisham,Jan. 
20th 1773.” But more than eleven years 
afterward, Mr. Wesley wrote a letter to the 
Right Hon. W m. Pitt, Prime Minister of Eng¬ 
land, and oh the subject of raising a revenue 
by excise on distillation he speaks in his 
usual plain way. He was informed that the 
duty raised £20,000 in 1783. But he asks 
“ have not the spirits distilled this year cost 
20,000 lives of His Majesty’s Ieige subjects? 
Is not then the blood of these men vilely 
bartered for £20,000 ? not to say any thing 
ofthe enormous wickedness which Has been 
occasioned hereby; and not to suppose these 
poor wretches have any souls. But (to eon 
siffer money along) is the King a gainer or 
an immense loser ? To sav nothing of many 
millions of quarters of corn destroyed which 
if exported would have added more than 
£20,000 to the revenue—be it considered, 

“ dead men pay no taxes,” to that of the 
death of 20,000 persons yearly, (and this com¬ 
putation is far under the mark.) the revenue 
loses far more thnn it gains.” You will 
hence see that Mr. Wesley was opposed to 
the traffic, both on economical and moral 
grounds; he would now, if alive, protest 
against and urge the speedy demolition ofthe 
iniquitous system by legislative enactment. 

Mem .—1 am persuaded of that, and it 
.would not give me any uneasiness to wit¬ 
ness the destruction of all the liquor property 
in the country. 

Min —A good deal of that kind of work 
wifi have to be done. In Canada men will 
persist in the business. .Oar work is not 
done when a suitable law is enacted. It mast 
be sustained, and every man must he willing 
to be branded as a cammon informer. In 
the mouth of the wicked we shall be a re¬ 
proach and by word, but God will defend 
the right, and if Mr. Wesley had been en¬ 
tirely silent' On tiffs point it would not have 
changed the nature of tilings, it is well 
enough to be suetnined by the opinion ofthe 
wise and good, but eternal truth und right¬ 
eousness mustforever condemn a business 


character, of the books which he issued.-- 
Bttlwer’s novels, if 1 remember rightly, 
were the special objects of their indignation. 
The worthy bibliopole was at first taken

Machine for Sweeping Streets. Joseph 
Sawyer, of the city of Boston, Mass., has 
taken measures tu secure a patent fur an ini' 
proved machine for sweeping streets. Three 
brush wheels are attached to a carriage— 
two being placed at the'front and one at the 
back part°. The front brush wheels are pla¬ 
ced horizontally under the carriage, one at 
each side, and as they rotate, they sweep the 
dirt info the center underneath the machine, 
and at intervals they are made to rise and 
step, as it were, over the heap of dirt gath¬ 
ered to the center. The brush wheel on the' 
back of the machine is vertical, and is pla¬ 
ced on a line, to the central heaps of dirt, 
aud sweeps them up, as the machine moves 
along, up a short inclined shnteinto a prop¬ 
er rece,ptacle. The work ofsweeping the dirt 
into heaps, and up into the receptacle; is 
carried on until there is a full load in the re¬ 
ceptacle.

Iron Ships. In Great Britain, a large 
number of steam frigates, builtof iron, have 
been introduced into" the navy. It appears, 
however,that the experiment of “iron ships” 
has proved a failure—and an expensive one. 
A series of experiments,, carried onfrom the 
Excellent, proved, beyond the power of con¬ 
tradiction, that for the purposes of war, a 
ship constructed of iron is of no use whatever. 
Wherever shot went clean through they tore 
the metal to pieced. As often as by dimin¬ 
ishing the charge, -the shot was made to 
strike with comparative gentleness, it burst 
in the iron, scattered it about iu lumps, not

But the loss of 
the Birkenhead, and other iron vessels, has 
proved conclusively that they are not fit for 
the transport of troops. It was a, grievous 
error in judgment, the building of those iron 
war ships at all. It will involve a very 
heavy responsibility, to continue them in 
the transport service.
